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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Brotherhood of Israel 


emphasises the spiritual unity of 

Israel. Our gréat prophets 
thought more of the unity of the people 
than of individuals. Indeed, they spoke 
of the nation of those days as though 
it were a person. “Return O Israel 
unto the Lord thy God, for thou hast 
stumbled in thine iniquity ” (Hos. xiv. 
7). Hosea uses the singular as though 
Israel were a man. 

To us, the individual man or woman 
is of far greater importance than to 
our ancestors; for us, the people is 
made up of the individuals that com- 

it. and the very solemn and awful! 
responsibility of every one of us during 
the coming Days is to recognise his 
individual sinfulness and to atone for 
his own sins. 

Yet from the days when the unity 
of the people was taught them through 
the building of the Tabernacle which 
was to be one, the result of united gifts 
and efforts to which all contributed. 
down to the present day with its divi- 
sions and cross-purposes, an under- 
lying unity was always there. All Israel 
were and are indissolubly brethren. 

At no time of the year, not even at 
Passover, are the great majority of our 
people, over the whole world, more 
deeply conscious of this fact than on 
Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. It is 
not so much, in these days, a common 
sense of lovalty to the synagogue that 
brings most Jews to seek a place there. 
if only Achat Boshana—once in the 
year—nor is it the brotherhood of a 
common frailty and sinfulness. Most 
certainly is it no outward compulsion. 
it is some indeterminate but neverthe- 
less teal sense of oneness, a desire to 
identify ourselves with our Jewish 
neighbours, an impulse, for once, to 
do as others do, as all the Jewish world 
does. 


CAN we not this year begin to turn it 

to account ? Can we not use this 
underlying sense of brotherhood to 
even greater purpose than meeting in 
the synagogue once, twice, in the year ” 
That’ noble and prophetic = spirit, 
William Temple, when he was Arch- 
bishop of York, once said in a lecture 


T= coming of the Holy-days 


that if the Christian world had shown 
anything like the spirit of brotherhood 
which the Jews had always exemplified 
towards one another, wars would be 
impossible to-day. A splendid tribute - 
but do we deserve it to-day ? Was 
there ever a time when more disunity 
and strife existed in Jewry? The 
existence of the Jewish State will per- 
haps constitute a new source of Jewish 
unity. In the diaspora, the underlving 
unity of Israel js, at times and in many 
places, obscured. The gulf between 
Orthodox and Progressive Jews has 
recently been deeply widened. 


HAAS it ever occurred to both sides 
: that the gulf might be bridged. 
instead of widened? Have anv real 
efforts been made to accomplish this ? 
Is the hallowed spirit of compromise, as 
dear to the spirit of the Rabbis as it is 
to the conception of life known as 
British, completely dead? Is not the 
disunity and mutual suspicion so com- 
mon among us a blasphemous denial 
of the greatest of all bonds that unite 
us--Our common brotherhood under 
the Fatherhood of the One God ? How 
dare we repeat on the Day of Atone- 
ment those words of Jonah. /vri 
Anochi, | am a Hebrew and I fear the 
Lord God who made the Heavens and 
the earth? If those words mean anvy- 
thing, what else can they signify but 
that our common reverence for God 
and for our destiny as Jews joins us all 
together, as long as Israel lives ” 

By some mystic association we shall 
renew this belief in the coming days. 
Shall they leave no influence behind 
them? Are the old prejudices to be 
ever again renewed, and the old mis- 
understandings hold sway ? In truth, 
these coming Holy-days are a vigorous 
challenge to Israel—in all countries. 
but most especially outside the precious 
little land which js called by its name. 
If in the Divine Presence all men are 
equal because they are all His children, 
how much more is this true of the 
people to whom He first revealed His 
name and His will ? Let us remember 
the prayer of the great prophet. Isaiah : 
Be not wroth very sore, O Lord.... 
we are aii thy people “ (Isaiah Ixiv. 8). 


TAILORING WAGES DISPUTE 
Statements by Employers and Men

Tailoring Trade appears, at first glance, 
says Mr. J Fine, O.B.E., J.P., Secre- 
tary of the Mantle and Costume Branch 
of the National Union of Tailors and 
Garment Workers. t6 be between the 
Masier Ladies’ Tailors Organisation and 
the workers emploved by them.

* The tailoring wages dispute, which 
was confined to the womens heavy 
outerwear industry, is not just a phase 
of the struggle between employer and 
worker. it 1s a matter of production.

“ The background to the dispute 1 that 
my members find, and have tound tor 
the past two years, that they cannot run 
their factories On an economical basis 
because the workers do not etve a tat 
return for money. 

‘I have therefore worked oul a new 
system which offers the competent male 
workers £7 Ss. to £8 as a weekly basic 
rate. and £5 to competent female workers 
These weekly basic wages are about 60 
per cent above the statutory rates 
Additional remuneration would be earned 
as a bonus on production in excess of a 
target. agreed between workers and 
management. 

“ This scheme. I consider. is one, that 
in no way reduces the earning capacity 
of the worker. On the other hand, |! 
am introducing an incentive principle and 
placing emphasis on payment by result. 

“ The scheme was discussed in commit. 
tee with the Trade Union and the Manv- 
facturers,” says Mr. Rumncy, “and nego- 
tiations have been going on since May, 
1949. Our approach has been concila- 
tory: the Trade Union, on the other 
hand. have not submitted any counter- 
proposals. 

“TI am sure that outside observers will 
judge that the London wages from £15- 
£25 per week are good wages, and the 
Trade Union claim that my scheme wi!! 
mean cuts in the earnings of the workers 
will be, I am confident. negated by the 
evidence placed before the Nationa) Arbi- 
tration Tribunal on October 14. 

“It is my belief that the principle of 
correlating wages to production ts an 
improvement and not a regression. 


THREE CHOIRS 
FESTIVAL 
Jewish Themes 


The Three Choirs Festival. held this 
year at Hereford, sounded notes akin to 
those at meetings of the Council of Chris- 
tians and Jews.

NEW ALICE MODEL 
NURSERY 


Building to be Erected 


By a Jewisn Curonicle Reporter 


A bombed site practically next door to 
the Stepney (Bona: Brith) Jewish Girls’ 
Club and Setiiement in Beaumom Grove, 
F.1. has been acquired for the purpose 
of erecting a Jewish nursery and hostel 
for girls It will, at the same time, 
revive the name of the pre-war. Alice 
Model Nursery in New Road, but winch 
outgrew is PremMises 

During the war, the Jewish Day Nur- 
sery. as it was known, was evacuated 
to Sutton. Surrey, but was closed down 
as the children reached the age of five 
and went to ordinary schools. 

ln the meantime. the Eau End of Lon- 
don was left without any nurseries, and 
the Stepney Girls Club and Settlement 
started a temporary nursery 10 meet the 
urgent need. By the end of the war the 
nursery had been given official recogni- 


tion and assistance by the local Borough 
which asked t! to cominue 
This nursery has also outgrown its 


accommodation. Hs timu is 30 babies. 
and there is a waiting list of over. 100 

he nursery has been recognised Dy 
the london County Council. and 
a grant-in-aid has been allowed to 
reiain tts denomina nal chara e and 
has only been asked to také ima very 
few non-Jewish poority babies 


Two Bodies Merged 


The members of the committee of the 
old Alice ‘Model Nursery became inter- 
evied in the nursery, and as the Stepney 
Girls Club and Settlement had already 
staried a building fund and acquired the 
land. the two bodies have been mereed 

The hat Oommiss:oners have 
approved of the scheme and have only 
stipulated that the. nursery be catied the 
Alice Model Nursery. a condition which 
was readily agrecd to Ihe architects 
are now drawing up plans, and work is 
expected to be started next year 

A model nursery for between SO and 
6) babies will be accommodated on the 
ground floor, and the upper floors will 
form a ‘residential hosel for working 
girls, who either have no homes or have 
undesirable or unhappy homes There 
is a desperate need for such a hostel, 
I was told by Miss Phyllis Gerson, the 
Warden of the Settlemeni. 

The cost of the project is estimated 
at £30,000. The assets of the Building 
Fund of the Alice Mode] Nursery are 
now available; as well as a small amount 
collected by the Settlhmem Building 
Fund: and £5000 which has been 
donated by Mr. and Mrs. James de 
Rothschild. The rest must still be raised. 
An appeal was lauached by Miss Clarica 
Davidson, one of the Vice-Presidents of 
the Settlement, yesterday (Thursday), at 
the Dorchester Hotel, when in was stated 
that a concert will be held at the Palace 
Theatre on October 30 in aid of the 
funds.

This attitude of heart aod mind gave 
ree to the Biblical injunctions dealing 
with the economic protection and the 
consderate, and even loving, treatment 
to be meted out to orphans, be went on.

While disinterested parental affection 
was paramount m =the relationship 
between parents and their own children, 
seniuments of love and considerations 
ammated also the atiittade of the Jew 
to children in. general The Rabbis, 
commenting on the Biblical command- 
ment. “ Ye shall not afflict the widow 
or ftatheriess child,” said that orphans 
should be addressed only in terms of 
care and tenderness 

Not only towards orphaned children, 
but also other children’s problems, 
cconomi of spiritual, was the attitude 
of the Jew motivated by sentiment: of 
love and consideration. This especially 
applied to children it was not 
surprising, therefore. that children’s 
diseases were a field of medicine to which 
many prominent Jewish pliysicians had 
devoted themselves. This branch of 
medicine had been to a eat extent 
created by German Jews +7 was also 
a German Jew, Abraham Jacobi. who 
founded the first child clinw in America. 


Jews and Infant Welfare 


In view of the Jewish attiude to the 
child and the Jewish record m the field 
of infant welfare, it was not surpris 
Dr. Gaon sand, that the idea of a Jews 
Day had fired the wumagination 
and capiured the heart of the Jewish 
Community Through the cfforis of 
Jewish Day. thousands upoa 
thousands of orphaned and homeless 
children, whose young lives had been 
shattered by the uncxampled tragedy of 
European Jewry during the last war, had 
been found homes and given the oppor- 
tumsty of being able to look to the future 
with confidence. There was sill a very 
great number of children waiting for the 
same opportunity 

The problem of Moroccan children 
now loomed large on the horizon, Dr. 
Gaon concluded, and before long thew 
problem would become pressing indced ; 
so the community could not afford to 
relax their efloris for Child's Day. On the 
contrary, they would have to increase 
their endeavours In doing this, they 
would be acting im the spirit of the 
Torah, in the spirit with which the whole 
of our hutory was mmbuecd: indeed, m 
the spirit of God's own command

It was reported that there was nothing 
known against the prisoner, and the

Cyril Schwartz, 22, of Ethelbert House, 
pleaded guilty to usin threatening 
behaviour at oad. Police- 
Inspector Blake said that the defendant 
threw a piece of wood, which just missed 
a drummer on a van in the procession 
As witness went towards him, Schwartz 
dropped a piece of slate 

Schwartz said he had read some time 
ago that two Jewish youths were senously 
hurt, and he had the slate im case he 
was attacked. 

The Magistrate said that the case dif- 
fered in seriousness from that of Meek- 
coms. because the latter did not throw 
anything. Schwartz would go to prison 
for two months 

Alan Slavin, 17, of Kensington, pleaded 
not guilty to obstructing P.C. Spencer, 
but guilty to being in possession of an 
offensive weapon-—a leather beli with a 
pocket-knife attached.

GUN BRANDISHED BY KNESSET VISITOR 
Prompt Action Averts Tragedy 


From our Own Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

What might have been a great tragedy 
for Isracl was averted on Monday night 
in the Knesset by the prompt and pe * 
eous action of guards and visitors. It 
was the Knesset’s last session before 
adjourning for a six-weeks’ recess for 
the Jewish Festivals, and most of the 
Ministers were sitting at the government 
desk when, at about 6.45 p.m., the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion, entered and 
took his seat. 

A few minutes later, a young man who 
was sitting in the front row of the Visi- 
tors’ Gallery suddenly got up and run- 
ning towards the parapet of the gallery. 
yumped over the rail inte the President's 
box. He then drew a loaded Sien gun 
and pointed it towards Mr. Ben-Gurion. 


Man Tackled by Guard 


A guard and two visitors jumped down 
and tackled the man. The Minister of 


Justice. Mr. Rosen. who was the first to 
notice the gun pointing at Mr. Ben- 
Gurion. shouted: “ Catch him In the 


tense atmosphere. a click was heard as the 
safety catch of the gun was snapped back. 
This was at once followed by a power- 
ful blow which knocked the gun out of 
the man’s hands. The guard then threw 
himself on to the would-be assailant, fall- 
ing with him to the ground. 

As: they fell. the intruder shouted: 
“Kill Ben-Gurion.” 

He was finally overpowered and taken 
out of the Knesset. Had he been given 
a few more seconds, be might have fired 
a burst from his gun, which was loaded 
with 30 rounds, at the members of the 
Government 

When he was led out of the Knesset, 
the man was taken past Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
who went out to inquire about the inci- 
dent The man then shouted to the 
Prime Minister: “We fought together ; 
we must build the Temple together.”

Avraham Tzefati He has frequently

Tzefati is 23 years old and immigrated 
to Israel from Teheran.

He is a tall, dark-skinned and handsome 
young man who is described by his 
friends as “ quite pleasant apart from 
his mania in connection with the re- 
building of the Temple. He is a member 
of the Mapai Kibbutz at Tel Gezzer, 
where he is a shepherd. The Sten gun 
which he had was issued to him by the 
Israel Army for his protection while at 
work. He was a member of a Palmach 
unit and fought in some of Israel's fierc- 
est battles, being wounded !n action 

During the past few weeks, he repeat- 
edly approached members of the Govern. 
ment and keading personalities and 
to explain his plans for building the 
Temple which he had prepared in great 
detail. 


Wanted to Commit Suicide 


Following his arrest, Tzefati stated that 
he did not intend to hurt any members 
of the Israel Government He only 
wanted. he said, to comm suicide in a 
demonstrative manner in the Knesset since 
the Government had retused to accept 
his plan to rebuild the Jerusalem Tempie. 

Later the same evening he proclaimed 
a hunger strike, which he ts stil) con- 
unuing. He demands that he be allowed 
to commit suicide. faihng which, « he 
threatens to fast unti death 

Immediately after the incident. the 
Knesset adjourned and the Polwe Min- 
ster. Mr Shririt ordered. a thorough 
investigation and search of the biniding 
The inquiry revealed that the modent 1s 
a one-man. demonstration on behalf of 
his crazy ideas. and is not connected with 
any political party of Organisation.

Participants’ Quandary |

Differences With Mizrachi

Ten-Year Struggle 


Commenting on the recent world Miz- 
racm conference, Mr. Handler said that 
for ten years there had been a siruggic 
hetween the religious labour movement of 
Hapoel Hamizrachi and the general 
Mizrachi Organisation. In all matters 
connected with religious, cultural, and 
educational! activities, they were united 
But in politics, cconomes, and in the 
social developmen of the country, there 
were two distinct trends. As a religious 
Labour man. he agreed that the Mizrach 
must be an independent organisalion, 
otherwise the religious middie<lass 
would be forced into the ranks of Cherui 
or of the General Zionists. 

The conference, he went on, had dealt 


with two other main questions. rst 
that of religion in the Siate. Many Jews 
had refrained from voting for the 


religious bloc because they thought that 


it was desired to turn Israel mio a 
theocratK State They had never 
miended to force Orthodox observance 
on any individual, he declared. Dut thev 
did feel that Jewish law had to be the 
basis of the Mate. - 


Women and National Service 


The other question, Mr. Handler said 
concerned the participation of women in 
the war effort. On this subject. Hapoe! 
Hamizrach; had been in conflict with the 


Aguda. The latter. with the suppori of 
the Prime Minister, had proposed tha’ 
rehgious women should be exemp' 
from national service Hapoc! Ham:z- 
rachi. were opposed to any discrimina- 
ion.

EDUCATION IN THE 
DIASPORA 


Dr. Nathan Morris’s Plans

Passing through London on his way to 
America and Canada, Dr. Nathan Morris 
outlined to me some of the tentative plans 
of the Department for Education and 
Culture in the diaspora of the Jewish 
Agency, of which he is now the Director 
and the head of which is. Mr. Chayim 
Greenberg, of New York. (Dr. Morris 
has resigned his post as Director of the 
World Union of Hebrew Education.) 

The plans fall generally under two head- 
ings. sand Dr. Morris. The first is education 
tor chiidren-—-that ts, schools and all that 
concerns them; the second is adult educa- 
than 

With regard to the first, the most urgent 
and most difficult problem for the 
diaspora sull remained the training of 
teachers, he told me. successful 
experiment in the training of teachers in 
Israel for the diaspora made this summer 
by the World Union of Hebrew Education 
would, he said, now be attempted by the 
Agency department on an even larger 
scale. 

* Another lea.” sand Dr. Morris. “is a 
seminary “im reverse that ts, to bring a 
oumber of distinguished lecturers from 
Israec! for a period into some centres of 
the diaspora to teach and to inspire.” 

A third plan. he went on. was for a 
travelling exhibition of textbooks and 
educational material combined with edu- 
cational conferences. 

Sull another plan, he sand, was for 
educational broadcasts from Jerusalem to 
the diaspora. 

Equal attention, he said, would he 
devoted by the department to the prob- 
lems of adult education. This would all 
be part of the fundamental idea that 
Hebrew must, as far as possible, be made 
into a living language in the diaspora.

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‘THE JERUSALEM 


“IT is noteworthy,” wrote Major Lock, a 
member of Atvensy’s staff during the con- 
quest of Palestine, “ that the attempt to cap- 
ture Jerusalem has seldom been made until 
the conquering army has first possessed itself 
of the surrounding country on at least three 
sides. Satapin did but follow the example 
of Vespastan and Trrus.” So, for that 
matter, we might add, did AppuLian and 
Giupe in a somewhat lower key last year. It 
is. therefore, hardly a cause for surprise or 
for ecclesiastical indignation if the Jews of 
Jerusalem and their Israel neighbours look 
with distaste at Article 21 of the proposed 
LN. Instrument for the permanent inter- 
nationalisation of Jerusalem. The essence 
of that article «s that it would perpetuate the 
existence of armed Arab forces on the three 
strategic sxies necessary for an attack on 
Jerusalem. It places no barrier against the 
massing of armmes on the bills overlooking 
Jerusalem less than five miles from. the 
Jewrsh cits It offers the Jerusalem Jews, 
who are still victims of an acute memory of 
the events of last vear. the protection of 500 
policemen, armed only with revolvers and 
truncheons, and the presence of a U.N. 
Commussione: Ibis hardly reassuring 
phalanx of security is to be granted to the 
Jerusalem Jews at a tome when they see the 
Arab Legion on the hills of Nebi Samuel 
and on the road to Ramallah receiving new 
tanks and guns, and less reassuring reports 
of the pacific inclinations of King ABDULLAH 
have gained authoritative currency. 


So long as there is no peace between Israel 
and the Arab States, this aspect of the future 
of Jerusalem ws bound to predominate over 
all others. Whatever concessions the Israel! 
Government is prepared to make—and it 
has indicated through its President this week 
that it 1s prepared to go far in the acceptance 
of international supervision of Holy Places 

it Cannot serrously be expected that it will 
leave the large Jewish population of Jeru- 
salem unprotected amidst a sea of still uncer- 
tain Arab intentions. -Nothing, in fact, 
whould serve more to encourage the Arab 
extremusts than the inviting opportunity of 
a sudden coup in Jerusalem. A disarmed 
Jewish Jerusalem would, in fact, be an invita- 
thon to continue the war im Palestine in the 
present state of U.N. authority. 


There are other features in the proposed 
Instrument that seem of dubious practical 
value. such as the proposed limitation of 
Jewish and Arab immigration, but the real 
sue hes elsewhere. In one way, the proposed 
Instrument marks a considerable advance 
towards realism over the Resolution passed 
by the General Assembly last December, 
when it blandly instructed the Conciliation 
Commission to prepare a plan for the full 
internationalisation of the Jerusalem area. 
This, the Commission has realised, would be 
impracticable, and that it should have done 
so under a French Catholic chairman is surely 
Significant. It has taken, therefore, the 
obvious first steps towards the de facto 
partition of the city into a Jewish zone and an 
Arab zone, but it has sought to compromise 
this by creating a new form of sovereignty. 
The Jewish and Arab zones are to remain 
outside the States to which they are attached 
by every conceivable bond and become units 
under local municipal government. The 
Arabs. and particularly King ABDULLAH, 
have already rejected this proposition because 
it would leave the government of. Arab Jeru- 
salem entirely in the hands of Arab 
Palestinians and cut out all Jordanian 
influence or participation. Jewish opposition 


to the proposal springs from the sheer 
impossibility of operating such a scheme. 
However, it is probably too early to probe 
this plan in detail. It will still have to be 
discussed by the General Assembly and will 
certainly undergo many changes before its 
final form is attained. Hitherto, the Jerusalem 
Committee has been rather obsessed by the 
fear of another Jewish fait accompli im 
Jerusalem, and many of its proposals seem 
to be designed to prevent it But surely 
the whole trend of the long talks in Lausanne 
has revealed the necessity to face the reali- 
ties in Palestine and Jerusalem. The actual 
authority in Jerusalem is the State of Israel 
and the Kingdom of Jordan. An effective 
U.N. supervision of the Holy Places and free 
access to them would be acceptable to both. 
Why, then, should the nations seek an impos- 
sible compromise which invites more trouble 
rather than accept the existing authorities 
and place over the Holy Places the watchful 
and effective authority of international super- 
vision? The present plan is not likely to 
provide cither authority or supervision. 


MINISTERS’ STATUS 


THE relinquishing of their charges in quick 
succession by two of the leading rabbis of 
the United Synagogue brings to the fore 
the urgent problems which face the syna- 
gogues of this country in the matter of 
ministerial supply. These departures reflect 
more than the transient circumstances in- 
volved in individuals seeking to better 
themselves. for they uncover a debility 
which goes deeper, It would be idle to deny 
that, taking the Jewish ministry as a whole, 
a sense of vocation, the mussionary urge, 
and the power of self-sacrifice that 1s the 
concomitant of these qualities are not 
always conspicuous. This, in part, accounts 
for the temptation which other professions 
exercise over students for the ministry after 
they have gone part of the way with their 
studies, for the ease with which Jewish 
politics seems to draw ministers from their 
duties as exponents of the Torah, for the 
unwillingness with which the drudgery of 
teaching Judaism to unreceptive flocks is 
faced. and for the pulling power which 
mere economic fortune sometimes attracts. 
But we stress the words “in part,” since it 
is the laity which has the dominant part in 
fashioning its own spiritual leadership. 
Here we must refer to the position of Jews 
College and the failure of the lay leaders 
of the community to tackle with the needful 
urgency the problems of locale, finance, and 
staffing which have faced the College for 
many years and which have grown in 
seriousness with the destruction of centres of 
Jewish learning that had flourished for 


_ generations on the Continent 


At the moment. however, it may-be more 
to the point to examine certain peculiarities 
in the structure of the United Synagogue 
which may account for the particular. acute- 
ness of its present difficulties. In the United 
Synagogue, the minister has, technically at 
any rate; no status other than that of em- 
ployee: the Chief Rabbi is the sole and 
absolute religious authority, while adminis- 
trative matters are within the exclusive 
competence of the lay Honorary Officers. 
The By-Laws elaborate upon the duties of 
the ministers but confer upon them no com- 
mensurate rights. As a matter of courtesy, 


- the minister of a synagogue may be invited 


to meetings of his Board of Management, 
but in the high direction of synagogue 
matters he is allowed no share. We do not 
suggest that in practice the United Syna- 
gogue treats its ministers unfairly. Their 
salaries, though not high, compare very 
favourably with those paid by other denomi- 
nations, while in the matter of housing—a 
matter of great difficulty since the war—the 
United Synagogue has a record of helpful- 
ness of which it can be proud. But would it 
not get better service by regarding its minis- 
ters as partners rather than as employees ? 
Benefits received would be more fully 
appreciated; grievances would be more 
readily disposed of; and by self-discipline 
lapses from the high standard of conduct 
properly expected of the ministry would be 
deait with more faithfully than by rulings 
imposed from above... The subject has many 


facets and it bristles with difficulties. The 
Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue 
would be rendering yet another signal ser- 
vice to Anglo-Jewry if they recommended 
that it be made the subject of a thorough 
inquiry. 

Any such inquiry would have to examine 
the proper scope of a minister's religious 
authority. Here the complexity of the 
position has increased in recent years. The 
absolute authority of the Chief Rabbi, en- 
acted at a time when Jewish ministers did 
not possess rabbinical status, is firmly and, 
it would appear, irremovably entrenched in 
the constitution of the United Synagogue. 
But during the last few years there has been 
a tendency for the Beth Din to assert itself 
as an independent force in the making of 
communal policy, rather than as a body of 
assessors to the Chief Rabbi, which was its 
traditional position. At the same time, an 
increasing number of ministers have been 
awarded the rabbinical diploma. No 
advancement in status follows the earning 
of this qualification, and it 1s difficult to see 
why a rabbi who serves the community as a 
minister of a synagogue should have less 
voice in the determination of higher religious 
policy than another rabbi who serves it as 
a member of the Beth Din. This distinction 
arises between ministerial vacancies which 
have lately occurred; thus, for some reason, 
it seems to have been determined in advance 
that the new minister of Brondesbury should 
preferably be a Dayan and thus acquire a 
status higher than that of his colleagues. 
It might be an encouragement to its minis- 
ters were the United Synagogue to invite 
those of them who possess the rabbinical 
diploma to seats at the Beth Din. The full- 
time Davanim would continue to handle the 
day-to-day work of the Court and as special- 
ists in the interpretation of rabbinical law 
would retain their proper authority. The 
full Beth Din meeting periodically would 
serve aS a kind of religious council for 
London Jewry. and for that purpose would 
benefit through having among its members 
rabbis who kept in day-to-day contact with 
the rank and file of the community. In 
addition to broadening the Beth Din. a 
change of this kind would give some recog- 
nition to the merits of those who qualify 
for the rabbinical diploma. and, to return to 
the starting-point of our discussion, give a 
position of greater dignity and authority to 
the members of the ministry. 


POLAND'S JEWS 


[Here will be general satisfaction over 
the decision of the Polish Government to 
ease the granting of passports to Jews wish- 
ing to leave for Israel. Friends of Poland 
will be particularly gratified at this demon- 
Stration of an independent policy on the 
part of Poland's rulers, who at the same 
lume show a human understanding of the 
Jewish question, an understanding which 
other countries in Eastern Europe would do 
well to imitate. The Jewish population of 
Poland, which to-day numbers about 80.000 
out of a total population of 25,000,000. 


forms only one-third of one per cent of the ~ 


nation. Although it is nevertheless playing an 
important réle in the reconstruction of the 
country, the departure of 20,000 more Jews 
~that is. the number expected to avail itself 
of the new facilities for immigration—can 
hardly affect effort towards 
recovery. By allowing these numbers to go. 
Poland is, therefore, not likely to suffer 
any particularly heavy loss, and the Govern- 
ment will merely be repaying a moral debt 
to the Jews, who, despite everything, con- 
tinued for so long to give their best to the 
country of their birth. But they are now 
desirous of joining their brethren in Israel 
in building a new future. To place any 
further obstacle—as some Governments in 
Eastern Europe still do—in their way, and 
prevent them from leaving for Israel, 
would be not only a betrayal of the hopes 
and faith they have cherished, but also a 
denial of the very principles of equality 
they had been promised, and which the Jews 
in Poland for the first time in history really 
enjoy to-day. It is, therefore, to the credit 
of the Polish Government that the Jews who 
are leaving do so not as their fathers did 
because of present persecution but because, 
although not persecuted, they want to try 
to forget what happened to their nearest and 
dearest who were killed by the Nazis, and 
to live in a Jewish environment in a State 
they can call their own. In face of this, it is 
difficult to understand the vehemence with 
which Jewish Communists in Poland denig- 
rate the new Israel State in their endeavow 


to persuade the Jews to stay. This attitude 
shows not only a lack of sympathy but also 
sharply contrasts with official Polish policy. 
Equally incomprehensible is the new cam- 
paign by Jewish Communists in Poland 
against the so-called Jewish “ reactionary ~ 
Press abroad, a campaign which can only 
contribute more towards inflaming the latent 
and officially suppressed anti-Semitism in 
the country, which will thus react upon the 


Jewish Communists themselves in due 
course. 
CO-OPERATION 


Vistrors from Israel who have arrived. 
in this country recently include Mr. Yaakoy 
Ben-Stra, Municipal Engineer of Tel Aviv, 
and Mr. Yoser NaHMIAS, Deputy Inspector- 
General of the Israel Police Force. The 
former has had considerable help from the 
British Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning; the latter has sought the advice 
of Scotland Yard in planning the develop- 
ment of Israel's police largely on the lines 
of British procedure. Mr. 
MaTTanya, Director of Postal Services in 
Israel, is also here to study the working of 
the P.O. Savings Bank. Nor are these three 
instances exceptional. Israels plans for 
social security are to be based to a consiwer- 
able extent on British practice; and it ts not 
long since leading officials of Israel's fire 
service visited this country to study our 
methods of dealing with fires. That these 
inquiries have met with an immediate and 
helpful response is gratifying even if not 
surprising; what is equally gratifying 1s that 
the approach has been made. We have 
heard much—perhaps too much-—of_ the 
legacy of bitterness left in Israel by some 
of the actions of the British in the last un- 
happy days of the Mandate. But it must 
always have been clear to those capable. of 
seeing the situation in an historic perspec- 
tive that friendship between Britain and 
Israel is eminently desirable, even if not 
essential, for the welfare of both countries 
Apart from material benefits—by no means 
negligible—each nation has much to teach 


the other. If, as we must hope, the Concilia- . 


tion Commission attains the aim implicit in 
its name, and peace in the Middle East is 
established, we may look forward to the day 
when Britain and Israel] may jointly work 
in their different wavs for a better life than 
we have so far experienced. That time may 
be distant. but the omens. are not 
unfavourable. 


GOG AND MAGOG 

A STRIKING passage in Ezekiel gives an 
apocalyptic vision of the latter days. From it 
has developed much lore and legend about 
the “ war of Gog and Magog,” in which 
the enemies of Israel from all parts of the 
earth will be finally overthrown in the land 
of Israel, as a precursor to the Messianic 
age The folklore about the giants Gog 
and Magog is as varied and picturesque as 
it is .widespread. -Cantabrigians need no 
reminding that the Hills Road. which is the 
main street of Cambridge, takes its name 
trom the very moderate undulation bearing 
the pretentious name of the Gog Magog 
Hills. It is sometimes averred that this 
gigantic appellation bestowed on so slight 
an eminence is a Satire on the lowness o! 
the general level around Cambridge 
Another explanation refers to a huge giant 
who lived in the vicinity and vainly courted 
the nymph Granta. No less famous is the 
association of Gog and Magog— in this case. 
two early British warriors—with the C:t\ 
of London. Their statues stood in the 
Guildhall as long ago as the reign o! 
Henry V, and from 1708 onwards two 
wooden effigies of these giants, fourteen feet 
in height, occupied the same _ histori 
position: These effigies were lost in the fire 
which enveloped the Guildhall after 4 
German air raid in December, 1940-—the 
same melancholy occasion when the London 
“offices of this paper at Moor Lane, near by. 
were totally destroyed. Captain ALFRED 
INSTONE, a member of the Common Counc!! 
of the City of London, has raised the 
question of the restoration of these giants, 
and its seems likely that his proposal will 
shortly receive favourable consideration. 
The restoration of these picturesque, warrlor 
giants of Biblical nomenclature would be 
welcomed by all who value sentiments ©! 
civic pride and tradition. And as a reminder 
of the people in whose literature Gog and 
Magog began their world-wide peresr'o* 
tion, close to the historic Guildhall lies the 
street of Old Jewry, which once forme 
the centre of the medieval ghetto.

About Books 
TWO VOICES 
Jerusalem & Moscow 


in Utopia. By Martin Buper. 
Routledge & Kegan Paul. 15s.

Man is apt to exaggerate the import- 
ance of his own epoch and imagines he 
is capable of pronouncing final judgment 
ypon the main questions of his time. 
To-day. 160 years after the start of the 
French Revolution, histonans are assess- 

ue merits and demerits; yet it is not 
appreciated that we are too near the 
Russian Revolution to form an unpreju- 
diced opinion. When Arthur Koestler 
igoks at Russia through the 
he sees darkness at noon; but when t 
Dean of Canterbury looks through the 
telescope he sees sunshine at midnight. 
In the field of social analysis, Professor 
Martin Buber, anxious to see the entire 
cture, is always aware that sight ts of 
value without insight. 

Fvery political fawth begins as a 
heresy and ends as a dogma. Marxism. 
however. is at once a heresy and a 
dogma ; for embedded in its philosophy 
is the crucial concept of the wedding of 
theory and practice which has startled 
us foes and disciplined its friends. 
Marxists claim that Socialists who believe 
in the inevitability of gradualness are 
mere unpractical “ Utopian” reformists 
who do not grasp the meaning of scienti- 
fie Socuaism. In political controversy 
the subtic technique of “ annihilation by 
labels *° makes a profound impression on 
the minds of the uninitiated and un- 
sophisticated. 


Soviet Dogma Challenged 


Wih the gentle vorce of Jerusalem 
acainst the mighty roar of Moscow, 
Buber challenges the validity of the 
Marxist claim, and seeks to show that 
«-called Utopians have surpassed Soviet 
Russia in rea! Socialist achievemem. His 
cruical vet friendly approach tothe 
theory of Marx and the practice of Lenin 
is novel and impressive. Realising that 
very much like other human Deings. 
Communists are nether angels to be 
praised nor devils to be condemned, he 
does not smear his case with moral cos- 
metics. Calmly and dispassionately he 
defends the need to preserve “ the rights 
of an emergent Socialist life “~ within the 
compass of a highly centrahsed govern- 
Although he admires Lenin's 
olwucal strategy. he cannot accept wha! 
- believes to be the Soviet dogma of 

With the eternal force of the mystic. 
Martin Buber believes that neither iniel- 
leclual nor even technical equipmeni is 
enough: in his view, everything. worth 
while in life orminates in the spiritual 
depihs of human nature, although most 
men tol feverishly for spoils which have 
no real value. His ideal is to have un- 
disciplined men bound together spiritu- 
aly. as he believes them to be im the 
Jewish co-operative settlements in Pales- 
tine. rather than bundled together econ~ 


omaiiy. as he sees them in the present 
Sage of development in Russia. where 
we Witness the dramatic unfolding of 
what millions of people regard as the 
greaicsi social experiment im the sSiory 


of the human race.

TRENDS IN ISRAEL LITERATURE 
Ii—The Failure of Realism 


HE intoxication of realism lasted 

a long time, and Israel writers. 

their heads bemused, found them- 
selves floundering forlornly in its ebb. 
Only a very few lucky ones had fished 
up some pearl from its depths, while 
a few other independent writers had 
kept out of its drag. 

Outstanding among those who had 
resisted temptation and had striven 
against the popular fashion was S. T 
Agnon. Born in Galicia in 1888 and 
living in Israel since 1909. Agnon is 
to-day considered, with good reason. 
the greatest living Hebrew novelist. 
He had had the strength of mind. or 
the genius, to bypass the snares of 
crowded events, to resist the blandish- 
ments of a public avid to see itself 
portrayed im literature, to refuse its 
appeals and demands and to ignore 
the accusations heaped on his head for 
almost forty years by an insistent and 
vociferous critique, and probably to 
deny the temptations of his own 
heart. For forty years he sat stolidly. 
while miracles exploded like _fire- 
crackers around him, while a seething. 
emotional, colourful community grew 
and took form under his very nose. 
while battles were being fought and 
won im his very back yard—for forty 
years he sat stolidly and wrote stories 
about the Galician villages he had 
left behind. Now and then he per- 
formed some dizzy tightrope dance in 
a Style filed down to extreme fineness 
and using symbolic forms whose 
dreamlike poetry kept everyone guess- 
ing at their ultimate meaning 


Second Aliyah 


And when at last. only four years 
ago, he published his first novel on life 
in Israel, “ The Day Before Yester- 
day.” he chose the setting of the time 
of the second Aliyah. reaching back 
to the days before the first world war 
Distilled and purified in the’ close 
filters of time past, his novel, deeply 
felt, deeply imagined, and deeply sig 
nificant, has nothing in Gommon with 
those hasty products of an earher 
realism. | shall leave the discussion 
of this novel for a later opportunity 
being the peak achievement of out 
modern literature, it merits closer 
attention. 

Another writer whose marked ind; 
viduality set him apart from the com- 
mon throng of fact-snatchers was 1 
Ch. Brenner. Born in Russia in 1881. 
he came to Israel in 1909 and fell 
among the first victims of Arab assas 
sins in the troubles of 1921. He was 
one of those to whom the inner iand- 
scapes of the soul are much more rea! 
than the outward scene. and his 
stories of life in Israel retain the grim 
and melancholy despair of his Galut 
tales. One might even say that the 
later stories express a harsher pain, a

deeper despair, for by then the added 
sorrow of hopes dashed and expecta- 
tions unfulfilled had sickened his heart 
heyond anything he had felt in Russia. 

His bitterness had grown sevenfold, 
for he could not bear failure and 
sordidness in the Holy Land as he had 
borne it on alien sol. He had come 
to witness a miracle, an immediate 
divine change of heart, a community 
reborn wm glory. What he found was 
forlorn villages and townlets, strug- 
ging along with inner doubts which 
might dissolve them at any moment 
and disperse them through the 
lands, and extreme dangers threaten- 
mg to wipe them off the carth. Above 
all. his own unhappiness im the land of 
his choice made his disappomtments 
hard to bear. The poignancy of his 
sorrow, the bitterness of his despair 
he poured into his writing, and such 
noveis as Stumbling and Failure” 


and “In the Begmning....” are 
counted among our mayor achieve- 
ments. 


Messianic Idea 


A. A. Kabbak (born im Russia in 
1880 and coming to Israel m 1921) 
was of a different calibre. Quick and 
sometimes rather flat, his ambition was 
for the large canvas, the lyric drawn 
out over volumes and volumes im the 
manner of the French Roman-fleuve. 
As an appetiser, he attacked the sub- 
ject matter of Israel in one shorter 
novel: “ Betwixt the Desert and the 
Deep.’ For all the quick perception 
the psychological msight, the gift for 
description Which had gone to its 
making. the novel was a failure. But 
Kabbak was quick to learn. He with- 
drew. and retired to muse on the 
causes of failure. and when he 
returned again it was with an histor- 
cal trilogy. “Shlomo Molcho,” an 
important contribution to the clarifi- 
cation of the messianic idea jn Jewish 
history His greatest achievement 
came with the novel “In the Narrow 
Path.” a life of Jesus. Jewish sensi- 
tivity of religious feeling, an almost 
mystic msight Into the scene and clime 
of the great age of the Second Temple 
just before the Romans destroyed tt. 
inform this book. Undoubtedly it is 
one of the greatest books ever written 
on this theme. and the absence of a 
translation 1s a great loss to the non- 
Hebrew reading public. While writing 
it. Kabbak underwent some profound 
religious experiences, the memory of 
which he tried to recall later and used 
in a grandly conceived work (it w 
io have been m twenty volumes) 
the history of a Jewish family from 
the first days of the Emancipation till 
the establishment of the State. But 
Kabbak died in his cottage in Beit 
Hakerem, the garden suburb of Jeru- 
salem, having accomplished but three 
works. 


While these writers played a sort of 
whimsical hide-and-seek with the 
importunities of an imsistent realism, 
and events which. hke quicksilver. 
never preserved the same shape for 
two moments, others of lesser gifts 
and duller instinct hurled themselves 
headlong into the fray. They must be 
commended for thew zeal, the 
undaunted though unwise enthusiasm. 
Their contemporaries, who were their 
subjects and thei readers, took heart 
from their writings and were greatly 
uplifted by comparinons between fact 
and fiction which could be made 
almost by the use of first names 
Future students of history and litera- 
ture will no dout find these writings 
extremely useful for the full docw- 
mentation of this exciting period. This 
work. in spite of all its faults, contains 
something very precious: the spirit of 
the age. raw and unadorned Ihe 
writers had attempted to ‘catch the 
miracles of history in their poor large- 
meshed nets. They had been dragged 
along. bespattered muddily, behind the 
triumphal-car of reality. and had des- 
perately fought to keep pace with it. 
hopping along on tred, stumbling 
limbs. Now and then, by some lucky 
chance or some saving mstinct, one of 
them had succeeded in mposing some 
pattern. some form of unity on dis 
parate happenings. But mostly they 
fell by the wayside, scarcely to be 
remembered except as literary Curto- 
sittes 


Fastern Story-Teller 


J. Burla. born in Jerusalem m 1886. 
was one who had mtuition and to 
spare. Born of Sefardi parents rich 
in tradition if not im worldly goods, he 


' preserves some of the qualsties of the 


story-teller in an Eastern bazaar. He 
tells the story for ws own sake, weav- 
ing a spell, and himself falling under 
it. of mtricate plot and amazing crr- 
cumstance Some additional flam- 
bovance, some refinement of feeling. 
a soupcon of tendentious sentiment 
hespeak the Jew. Also his fables are 
taken from the brave new world of 
the Yrshuv Otherwise he spins his 
tale as hundreds have spun theirs 
before him in the openings of tents, mn 
the shadows of the bazaar. m the cool 
doorways of mosques and 
east of Suez 

There were others whose conscious 
and conscientious effort to portray 
our generation or the one just before 
us was so happily guided by-an mborn 
instinct 

Moshe Smilanski. the “ Chawadga 
Mussa” of the Arab tales. was born 
in Russia in 1874 and came to Israc! 
in 1890. He tells of Arab villagers 
and Jewish settlers. and his highly 
exotic stories are saturated with that

A revival of the true spire of Judarem 
m the religous and ethical sense and a 
reinvigorated Jewish contribution tw 
world learning and thought are things 
which we he and beheve will oltem- 
ately come from the State of Ieracl 
Meanwhile, however. culture and 
our spirit are threatened with 
im the great communities which all re- 
main in the Diaspora. 

When I speak of a religious and 
smritual revival, | do not mean neces 
sarily a return to many of the custonm 
which by the passa of tme have 
become attached to a orignal body of 
the Mosaic Law but which m thew 
essence are not fundamental Yet at the 
same time it clear that any 
revival which w.to be Jewish must be 
based on the customs and tews of the 
Mosaic code. Thus Kashrut and Shabbat

Financial Difficulties

The financial problems of the four 
Manchester Jewish day schools occupied 
the atiention of the Council of Manches- 
ter and Salford Jews at their monthly 

ting on Sunday. 
M. Lever, President, told 
the members that the Manchester Jews 


School had now obtained permission to. 


build a new school for over 200 children 
wn 1951. This school (now at the Water- 
loo Road Schoo!) was provided for by 
the State, except in the matter of Hebrew 
tuition and certain amenities for which 
funds exist. No child paid. fees. 

Of the fee-paying schools, the Cassel- 
Fox school, with 38 pupils, had over- 
head expenses of £118 a week, an 
approximate weekly loss of £31, and a 
bank overdraft of £2,332. The Mariches- 
ter and Salford Jewish Day Schoo! had 
162 pupils, a weekly expenditure of £230, 
a weekly deficit of £120, and an over- 
draft of £5,768, as well as a loan ol 
£800 owing, and a mortga debt of 
£3,500. The Broughton Jewish Prepara- 
tory School had 219 pupils, a weekly 
expenditure of £58. a loss of £17.4 week. 
an overdraf: of £5,900. a mortgage of 
£4,000. and bills owing which amounted 
to £650. 


Committee to Seek Solution

proved so attractive to the sentiments 
of the Foremn Office and so detri- 
mental to its policy. 

Aviedor Hameir, who was born in 
Hungary in 1890, and came to Israc!

journalistic description of his experi- 


ences m the first world war in his 
autobiographical novel “The Great 
Madness.” When he tried to com- 


bine poetry and vivid journalism in 
dealing with an Israel subject in 
“ Harvest,” the journalism took on an 
aspect of cheap sensationalism and the 
poetry of triteness, while the scams 
were visible all over. 

Asher Barash and Yehuda Iaari, 
both of whom were born in Galicia, 
suffer from over-simplification and 
sentimentality respectively, and, like 
the younger writers Joseph Aricha.

ISLAMIC PEOPLES 


History of the Islamic Peoples. by 
Cart BrocketMaNnn. Routledge & Aegan 
Paui. 25s.

Professor Brockelmann’s name is a 
household word even with the beginner 
in Oriental studies, sence he has written 
ihe standard textbooks m severa! impor- 
tant fields. In this book, first published 
in German in 19399, he has employed his 
SO years experience in making text- 
books, and produced a vertiabie miracle 
of condensation and completeness. Nort 
one event of any wnportance is omitted 
m a narrative covering 1,400 years and 
an area stretching from Spain to India 
and yet there is room for excursions on 
art_and literature, and critical discussion 
of ‘detail. For the serious reader who 


desires to give his knowledge of the 
Middle East a firm factual basis, this 
book is indispensable. The fact tha: i 


has been translated by two young Zionist 
writers in America, Joel Carmichac! and 
Moshe Perimann, shows that Zioni« 
circles there are aware of the necessity 
of such a foundation in Zionist education 
and polwuics. No book is better suited 
to dispel the vagueness and proneness to 
generalisation that befog so much of our 
miernal discussions, 

The interplay of the forces of religion 
and nationalism, indicated in the title of 
the book, is clearly brought out. The 
book shows no trace of its origin in 
Nazi Germany, except for some passing 
references to race. In dealing with the 
20th century. the author sometimes 
betrays an ant-British bias, and his two 
pages on the Mandate in Palestine (where 
“ Jewish capitalisis succeeded in procur- 
ing hitherto fallow lands and instituting 
Jewish agricultura! colonies on them") 
are manifestly unfair. Otherwise, the 
diffeult task of writing contemporary 
history has been well done. The transia- 
Lon is most compcient.

“A Pious Hope” 
To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 
From Mr. R. LANDMAN 


Six.—In your issue of September 9, 
Mr. Maurice Edelman, M.P., one of the 
British representatives to the Council of 
Furope at Strasbourg, dealt at length 
with the recommendations made by the 
Legal Committee on the guaranteeing and 
provecuion of Human Rights.

Whi all the Jewish organisations 
welcomed the drafting of a_ Universal 
Neclaration of Human Rights, which sets 
up general standards for human behav- 
our of governments, they fek that only 
s Convention with legal force would be 
of any real practical value. Particularly 
the Consultative Council of Jewish 
Organisations, comprising the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, the Alliance Israélite, 
sad the American Jewish Commitice let 
no opportunity pass of stressing the need 
for a Convention, and at the same time 
of pointing out that even a Convention 


would be of limited value unless. in 
addition, methods of implementation 
were decided upon.

Importance of Home Life 


To the Editor of THe CHronicie 


Sin, —While concurring with the wews 
of Mr. Marks on Judaism as a way of 
life, | must disagree with him when he 
implies that the Jewish undergraduate who 
attends a non-resident university has a 
greater chance of developing into an 
enlightened and responsible leader of the 
community than the one who is m res- 
dence at a “red brick college.” Mr 
Marks rightly lays emphasis on the 
importance of home life im the trammg 
of Jewish students for this important 
purpose, but we have only to look around 
us to see the gradual disintegration of the 
Jewish home, which has been taking 
place during the past decade, with the 
result that the young man of to-day has 
little chance of appreciating the wonder- 
ful message of Judaism. Further, this 
disintegration seems to be pronounced m 
the homes of those who, in an endeavour 
to be “ miore’ English than the English.” 
have sent their children to public board. 
ing schools. and universities, thereby 
increasing ‘the likelihood of their throw- 
ing off their Jewish responsibilities 

But assuming that all is well in the 
home, there still remains a great danger 


which arises particularly in the case of 
students at London or the larger pro- 
vincial universities. For it is often the 
case that they lose all the corporate 
advantages oflered by the university, 


living as they do ‘at a distance from the 
centre of college social, culkural, and 
recreational activity It «ss the communal 
intercourse available at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge which enables the Jewish student 
there to acquire all that 1s best m 
English cultural life and at the same time 


it is possible, although «a may be diff- 
cult, for him to maintain and improve

PICKLES AND SAUCES (Ceat.) 
Pickled Onions 


Use small silver onions. With a stain- 
less knife remove the skins, but avoid 
cutting the onions. Soak in brine for 
48 hours Then drain off the brine, 
rinse in cold water, and dry. Put into 
jars, leaving room for the vinegar to 
come half an-inch above them, then 
pour on cold spwed vinegar, and seal. 
Store for a month before usng. 

For the Brine. Add 4 oz. mii to | qt. 
of water. Bring to the boil, and ux 
when cold. 


Tomato Sauce (1) 

Tomatoes, 4 ib.; malt vinegar, 4 pt.; 
onions, 4 o7.: sugar. 4 o7.; pickhng 
spices, | tablespoonful; salt, | tabie- 
spoonful: paprika, 4 teaspoonful. 

The tomatoes should be firm and ripe; 
cut them, and pul in a saucepan with the 
chopped onions, and piace Over a very 
genile heat till boiling, and continue 
cooking slowly till quite tender Rub 
through a sieve. return to the saucepan, 
add the vinegar. sugar, and paprika, the 
spices tied in mushn, and boil ull 
reduced to a thin cream. Remove the 
bag of spices, and urn into hot sterilised 
bottles. Boil the corks in water for 10 
minutes, and cork the bottles while hot.

Tomatoes, 3 ib.; sour apples, 14 Ib.; 


1 tablespoonful, sugar, 68 o7z.;

BLOCH’S “ CONCERTO 
SYMPHONIQUE” 


Having heard the much-publicised and 
much-criticised “Concerto Symphonigue” 
of Ernest Bloch three times in four days, 
as well as attending the composer's 
London rehearsal, | am able to view the 
whole more clearly than could the many 
critics of the various papers who 
appeared to dispraise the work after its 
first performance. The source of con- 
fusion arises from the sey from 
which they criticise, which are different 
from those of the audiences who have 
so plainly displayed their great enjoy- 
ment of the music. 

What has happened is that Bloch has 
given us a concerto that ws essentially 
different from his previous essays in the 
form, confuting the predictions that ad- 
mirers of his music had made of the 
new work based on previous knowled 
It is because the new work lacks Bloch’'s 
individual pianoforte-writing, the feeling 
that the solom represents a “ personal- 
ity that could not be musically ex- 
pressed otherwise, carefully contrived 
balance between piano and orchestra, 
and, most important, the remarkably 
distinguished quality of Biloch’s musica! 
thinking in his most characteristic works 
because these qualities are un- 
questionably missing from the new work 
that so many reviewers have expressed 
acute disappointment in the Concerto. 


But it is invidious to leave the problem 
(as so many others have) without briefly 
examining the features that have given 
this music its undeniable popular appeal, 
such that it has been thoroughly enjoyed 
by large audiences at Edinburgh, at the 
Proms, and at home. In truth, « has 
all the ingredients for a popular con- 
certo in the romantic tradition of Liszt 
and Rachmaninoff; a plainly appreciable 
romantic intensity, a dazziingly difficult 
piano part, which is not much less excit- 
ing because sO Many more notes can 
seen than can be heard through the com- 
plicated orchestral texiure, the orchestra- 
tion itself, which, if not particularly 
subtle. nevertheless produces an effect of 
grandeur and magnificence, and last. a 
number of striking and casily memorable 
tunes. All this adds up to a concerto as 
good as any of those that have been 
written in recent times on the heroic 
scale in the romantic tradition.

Bloch’s many critics have not 
entirely fair, for they have based their 
writings on criteria that Bloch did not 
choose to adopt—-namely. thai the typical 
romantic piano concerto is “a _ bad 
thing,” and that Bloch was unwise to 
write a concerto belonging basically to a 
tradition different from that of his pre- 
vious concerti. However thai may be, 
this new work is the one that is most 
likely to engage the attention of the 
uninitiated, and lead them on the path 
of exploration of this composer's more 
personal, difficult, and ultimately greater 


works. For these reasons the “ Con- 
certo Symphonique deserves a_ very 
warm welcome. P.G.W.

HEBREW TEACHERS 
IN ISRAEL

A step of considerable wmportance to 
Jewish education in the Diaspora and 
to the cultura! relationship between Israc! 
and the Galut was taken when a visi 
arranged by the World Union for Hebrew 
Education in the Diaspora. Mr. Levi 
Gertner. who was in charge of the 
British party. told me in an interview.

The plan provides for a mixed boun- 
dary commission, under U.N. chairman- 
ship, to fix the frontier between the 
Jewish and Arab zones of the city. 

Although giving wide power to loca! 
authorities in each zone, # makes no sug- 
gestion about how they should be con- 
stituted—whether by the vote of the local 
inhabitants or on the nomination of the 
Israc! and Arab Governments. 

A crucial article of the plan provides 
that “all matters not reserved by the 
present instrument to the competence of 
the U.N. Commissioner and the organs 
provided for” shall be delegaied to the 
respective competence of the responsibic 
authorities of the two zones.

Speaking for the thousands of 
who were persecuted by the Nazis beca 
of their religious or political beliefs, Dy 
Philip Auerbach, head of the Union of 
Jewish Communities in Bavaria, said thy 
political development and regression ig 
Germany had proceeded at an unprece. 
dented pace. “ We have lost the battle of 
denazification,” he declared. “ The grin. 
ning face beneath the skull and crogg. 
insignia of the S.S. is again  arsing 
itself.” 

The Rev. Dr. Emil Muhler, a former 
inmate of Dachau, who spoke on behalf 
of the Catholic Church, said he hoped 
that the German people would remember 
with pride the many who had died becayse 
they valued the freedom of their conscience 
more than their lives. 

Other speakers included representatives 
of the U.S. Military Government. the 
Bavarian Government, and the Munich 
City Council, and also Chief Rabb 
Ohrenstein and the Rev. Friedrich Hoff. 
mann. of the Lutheran Church 

Before the ceremony, wreaths were 
placed on graves in 106 former concentra- 
camps in Bavaria.
